Police Report 


On Shooting 


Tipped off by a pair of fright- 
ened motorists that “some shooting 
was going on” on Peachtree Street. 
& quartet of sleepy Fulton County 
officers were the first on the scene 
of the John Lockwood-Robert Car- 
perter shooting. 

The report of Capt. John Davis 
and Pt]. A. P. Dougias, C. E. Slate 
and J. D. Adkisson. follows verba- 
tim: 

“We were parked at the Toddle 
House at Peachtree Road at the 
city limits when Mr. and Mrs. Lo- 
Zan O’Hern of (of 1843 Wesley 
Road) drove up and said two cars 
were parked on Peachtree Street 
and some shooting was going on. 

We drove up Peachtree Street to 
Beverly Road and found two cars 
parked and Judge Robert Carpen- 
ter was leaning against the left 
door of his car. He stated he had 
snot a man and he was around be. 
hind the building in a hole 

“We asked did he know the man 
and he said he was John Lock. 
wood. We went around the build- 
ing and found a hole about 30 
feet deep and 30 feet jn diameter 
Down at the bottom Mr. Lock- 
wood was standing and hollering 
for help. 

“We radioed for an ambulance. 
@ city fire truck and a city (po 
lice) car. Upon arrival of the fire 
truck a ladder was placed in the 
hole and with the assistance of two 
city police Mr. Lockwood walked 
up th ladder. He was carried to 
Grady by the Grady ambulance. 

“Judge Carpenter was carried to 
Fulton Tower and charged with 
assault with intent to murder be- 
fore Mr. Lockwood’s condition was 
determined. After M:. Lockwood 
Was examined and we found he 
wasn’t seriously injured. we 
changed the charge to shooting at 
another. We were told at Grady 
that a bullet or a piece of glass 
had struck Mr. Lockwood's left 
cheekbone. Also, ther: was a piece 
of metal in his nose and over his 
right eye and a number of small 
cuts on his face. The shot that did 
the damage was fired through the 
glass of the left door window of 
Mr. Lockwood’s car and went out 
through the right side of the wind- 
shield. Flying glass from this win- 
dow is apparently what made the 
small cuts on his face. 

“Mr. Lockwood said one shot 
had been fired at him and when 
he got out of his car and ran three 
or four more additional! shots were 
fired. Unable to see in the dark, 
he ran into the hole. He said he 
did not know who had fired the 
shots at him. We found a 3 
caliber Smith & Wesson revolver 
on the front seat of Judge Car- 
penter’s car, from which five shots 
had been fired. On the back seat 
of Mr. Lockwood’s car we found 
a 25 caliber automatic with seven 
rounds in it and this gun had not 
been fired. We turned the cars 
and all contents, except the two 
guns, over to the City. 

“Mr. Lockwood complained that 
his back was hurt but we were 
unable to find out how serious it 

was.” 

The officers said they received 
the report from Mr. and Mrs 
©’Hern at 2:30 a. m.

tom cf the hole dug as part of a 
restaurant under construction pre- 
vented more serious injury. 

Meantime, tlanta detectives, 
handed the investigation by Ful- 
ton County officers, were unable 
to gather a complete picture of the 
incident. 

Attorney. Ellis Barrett. who, 
with James H. Rankin, will rep- 
resent Carpenter, said he had in- 
terviewed the judge, but declined 
to give any statement. 

“There is a lot of work to be 
done on this case,’ Barrett de- 
Clared. He added Carpenter left 
his office to “‘go somewhere and 
get some sleep. So many persons 
are calling him, it is impossible 
for him to sleep at home.” 

Mrs. Carpenter, who filed: di- 
vorce proceedings recently against 
the judge, charging cruelty, was 
quoted by police as saving she 
“knew nothing whatsoever of the 
incident.” 

However, Fulton Police Capt. J. 
V. Davis and Pti. Charley Slate, 
first officers to reach the scene, 
said the shooting occurred near 
Mrs. Carpenter’s residence on 
Peachtree Road. They added she 
and her mother got into the am 
bulance with Lockwood at the 
scene and were among the first to 
Visit him at Grady Hospital, where 
he was taken for emergency treat- 
ment. 

Capt. Davis said Carpenter told 
him he had waited for Lockwood 
and his wife to return, and when 
they did, and Mrs. Carpenter left 
the car, Be opened fire. 

Seeing newsmen at Grady, Lock- 
wood said: “You may quote me as 
saving he is the worst skunk in 
Georgia.” 

Arriving at Grady, Mrs. Carpen- 
ter singled out Police Capt. L. J. 
Carroll and quickly demanded to 
know how badlv the attornev was 
injured 

Assured that the attorney was 
not hurt as seriously as first be- 
lieved, Mrs. Carpenter was al- 
lowed to talk with him briefly as 
an orderly wheeled his carriage 
from the X-ray room back to the 
emergency clinic 

Davis and‘Slate said they were 
driving along Peachtree’ Road, 
near Beverly Road, at around 2:30 
a. m.. when they were stopped by 
Mrs. Logan O. Hearn. of 1843 West 
Wesley Road. Mrs. Hearn said she 
heard “four or five shots” as she 
passed Peachtree and West Peach 
tree Streets 

At Peachtree and Spring Streets. 
the officers tound Carpenter lean. 
ing against his automobile, which 
was parked beside the curbing. An 
other auto parked seven or eight 
feet away had a bullet. hole 
through the glass of the front door 
next to the driver’s seat and an 
other through the windshield. 

Attracted by cries from the rear 
of a service station in the old Pea- 
cock Alley, they found Lockwood 
standing in the bottom of the hole 

“Get an ambulance and police,” 
Lockwood shouted 

As Davis and Slate called for an 
ambulance and the Fire Depart- 
ment to extricate the attorney, Car- 
penter stood calmly bv. He was 
quoted as saying: “I shot him five 
times.”

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Legislators in State Jobs 


In today’s Constitution is a list of mem- 
bers of the General Assembly who hold 
State jobs and of others who since 1944 
have held State jobs while serving in the 
Legislature. 

It is impossible for one to represent the 
people in the Legislature and at the same 
time owe his allegiance to a single State 
department. The practice makes a farce 
of the constitutional guarantee of three 
separate and distinct branches of govern- 
ment. For a State job places a Legislator 
under obligation to the Executive Branch. 

We have seen this week the spectacle 
of appointed State departmental chiefs lob- 
bying on the floor of the Senate and House 
for passage of the Administration tax pro- 
gram. Surely these men, appointed by 
the Governor, do wield an influence over 
Senators and Representatives who also 
happen to be employees in their depart- 


ments. As th@long list of Legislator-em- 
ployees shows, this policy is not peculiar 
to the Talmadge administration. It ex- 
isted during the Arnall and Thompson ad- 
ministrations. 

Talmadge, as a gubernatorial candidate, 
criticized this practice so harshly that Act- 
ing Gov. Thompson issued an order re- 
quiring Legislator-employees either to re- 
sign as Legislators or as State employees. 
That purged the list then. Let us hope 
that Governor Talmadge will follow his 
own precept. 

State law prohibits a Governor from 
appointing a Legislator to a State office. 
The spirit of the law is violated by both 
the Governor and the Legislator when any 
department head places a Senator or Rep- 
resentative on his pay roll. 

We ought to make sure the spirit of 
the law is followed. 


Our Courts Need Public Confidence 


Judge Quincy Arnold’s action yester- 
day which, in effect, removed Judge Rob- 
ert Carpenter from the bench, was a mat- 
ter of simple justice to litigants in Fulton 
Civil Court as well as a move to protect 
the integrity of the bench. 


Judge Carpenter currently is charged 
with shooting at another in connection 
with the shooting early yesterday of Atty. 
John Lockwood. 


Judge Carpenter also is involved in a 


number of other legal actions, including 
tax liens for unpaid Federal income taxes 
in 1944, 1945 and 1946. 

We suggested sometime ago that Judge 
Carpenter resign. We repeat that sugges- 
tion now. In event he declines we hope 
Judge Arnold, in his capacity as Chief 
Judge, will continue to refuse to assign 
cases to Judge Carpenter, whose term does 
not expyre until the end of 1950. 

We must maintain public confidence in 


our courts.

Arms Aid for Europe? 


We haven’t been able to become com- 
pletely enthusiastic over the proposal to 
rearm Atlantic Pact nations. 


For one thing, Bur present foreign com- 
mitments combined with a decline in busi- 
ness activity make it mandatory that we 
watch expenditures more closely. 


For another, we would be running the 
risk of having our own arms seized by an 
invader and used against us. 


There is little doubt, of course, that 
Russia is rearming. This was just as much 
a fact, however, a short time ago when 
President Truman declared he was opti- 
mistic over the outlook for peace. 


There is no emergency, as some spokes- 
men, quoting intelligence reports on Rus- 
sia’s strength, would have it. The situa- 
tion has been with us since the end of the

WASHINGTON—The congressman from President Truman’s home district feels hurt. Rep. Leon- 
ard Irving has always been, by his own definition, “a working guy who works for working guys.” 


Now his colleagues at the Capitol refer to him 
as “Two-Cadillac Irving.” Back home in Missouri 
a group of fellow unionists in the international 
Hod Carriers. Building and Construction Workers 
(AFL), claim he stole the union treasury. And 
there are all sorts of “foolish” stories about his 
“simple” little Maryland nome, *Malwood Farms,” 
the ll-room, four-parlor house once owned by 
Mrs. Eleanor (Cissy) Patterson, late fabulous 
Washington newspaper publisher. 


These, confided Representative Irving to 
a reporter, are things that shouldn't happen 
to a man who has been a friend of the grave- 
diggers, t hod carriers and the people of 
Missouri’s Fourth District. 


The thing that has hurt the congressman late- 
ly was the action of 85 of his union brothers who, 
last week, went into the Kansas City court to 

arge that most of the union treasury was gone 
ahd to enjoin Irving from taking more of It. 

“There has been a lot of talk about me mak- 
ing a lot of money,” complained Irving. “It’s a 
lie! Let me tell you about it.” 

At the start, Irving explains, the hod carriers’ 
business agent got $50 a week plus $5 expense 
money. That was his beginning pay when he took 
over a union that was $700 in debt and had no 
home of its own. . 

“Now,” he said, “we have a $65,000 union hall 
and over $65,000 in the bank. I did all of that, 
and for a very moderate salary. 

“I am the union business agent and for that 
[ get only $125 a week. | also get $50 a week 
expenses. I also get overtime pay.” 

“How much overtime pay?” 

The congressman thought about that. 


“Well,” he said, “it varied. You see, all 
the time 1 was home I was really working, 
so 1 got overtime.

The Underworld 
Is: Very Persistent 


Not long ago I was visiting in a small city 
of pleasant appearance and considerable pros- 
perity derived from a neat balance of agricul- 

ture and small industry. Yet, I found the leading citizens worried. 
The town and its surrounding area was concerned with an 
underworld which, being strange to them, they could not see, but 


| which nevertheless possessed enough substance to be “felt.” 


There was evidence the mushroom growth of unregulated taxi 
service, which all towns have known since war’s end, had brought 
in a small percentage of racketeers, petty but learning fast, among 
the drivers. This particular town had two largely-staffed taxi 
companies, with not enough business for more than one. 

The town was dry, as was the county. Yet liquor was to be 
had in abundance, with taxis the chief source. There was aiso 
evidence that perhaps three or four drivers were peddling mari- 
juana cigarettes and a strong suggestion other narcotics could be 
had. Vice, costly because of a long drive, was also for sale. 

A preliminary investigation revealed that four 


Investigation drivers had come from other small cities be- 
cause of a police clean-up, consisting chiefly in private instructions 
to leave town, because police could get no evidence but knew the 
activities of the men were the core of the trouble. But, ere again, 
there was no direct evidence. 

In other cities fr@m whence the drivers came there was evi- 
dence they had corrupted, to a degree, one or two members of 
the sheriff’s office. In one instance the sheriff himself was be- 
lieved involved. 

In each town there had been an accompanying outbreak of 
crime, mostly petty, but invariably accompanied by some few in- 
stances of major crime. 

The drivers in question reportedly drifted up from certain 
coastal cities along the Gulf and Florida coasts, where slot ma- 
chines, gambling and underworld activities. generally are winked 
at or openly permitted. Such conditions cannot exist without 


the knowledge of the sheriff and/or police. 
Mob it is well known that the Costello “mob” of New York, 
which operates in many large cities, has “bases,” chiefly 
along the coast, through which their operators in slot machines 
and untaxed whiskey: operate. For the most part, they are ‘‘stop- 
over’ bases for drivers. These are not major operations, although 
some of them assumed large proportions during the war around 
military camps, but they pay expenses and a profit. Government 
and State officers believe the Costello mob, for example, has con- 
nections in coastal towns all] up the Atlantic Coast, in Florida and 
Georgia especially. These may be taverns, spaghetti joints or 
privately owned houses. Loads of untaxed liquor, narcotics, and 
women transported in vice are thus assured of havens. 


: Butts County, through the alertness of the So- 
Illustrations licitor General, recently broke up a large book- 
making headquarters established in a farmhouse, with tickers and 
straight-line telephones. The bookies were established there so 
as to be near Atlanta. 

Along the coast there are taverns which receive bulk whiskey 
on which no Federal or State taxes have been paid. It is smug- 
gled in from one or two of the Caribbean islands. Illegal bars use 
it to refill bottles bearing known and familiar labels. This prac- 
tice reportedly is extensive. The State of Georgia estimates it 
loses thousands of dollars each year in excise taxes because of 
this practice. How far inland it extends none knows.

A Mess--But Not Hopeless 


RANGOON, Burma—“Anybody, when asked about the political 
situation in our country,’ remarked Burmese Premier Thakin Nu 
recently, “will answer that it is an-awful mess. There can be no 
other answer.” This ranks as about the frankest statement on 
record by any chief of state—and also the most accurate. The 
situation in Burma is the messiest in Asia, which ts saving a great 
deal. Yet the mess is not, essentially, a hopeless mess. 

It looks hopeless enough on the surface. What is going on in 
Burma is not so much a civil war as a kind of nation-wide riot. 
No less than five major groups—and countless minor groups—are 
taking part in the riot. To give some notion of just how messy 
the mess here is, the major groups may be briefly listed and 
described. 


“Learners. One: The Government, or what is left of it. The 

higher officials of this Government can be found 
crouching in a comfortable concentration camp, surrounded by 
barbed-wire and armed guards, in the suburbs of Rangoon. Even 
inside this concentration camp, as Thakin Nu has also plaintively 
remarked, the government officials sleep with revolvers under their 
pillows. Such precautions are necessary simply because most of 
their predecessors have already been assassinated. 

These officials are not, by nature, violent men. Like Thakin 
Nu himself (who has a strong and not unnetural desire to retire 
to a Buddhist monastery), they are bookish ({eft-wing intellectuals 
whose knowledge of government, before they inherited power from 
the British, was derived wholly from the printed word. They are 
now learning certain lessons which were not spelled out in the 
Socialist tracts they read in their university days. In the process 
of learnings, however, they have completely lost contro] over the 
country they are supposed to govern. 


4 ['wo: The White Flag Communists. The Commu- 
Commies nists were the first to-take up arms against the Gov- 
ernment. This they did in the late Spring of last year, at about 
the same time that the Communists in India, Malaya and Indo- 
nesia also resorted to “direct action” obviously as part vf Moscow’s 
over-all strategy for Asia. The White Flag Communists are the 
orthodox Stalinists, and their leader is Thakin Than Tun, a former 
friend of Thakin Nu.

The Karens are far 
more powerful than the other groups fighting the Government, 
and thus a settlement with the Karens is an absolute prerequisite 
to re-establishing the Government’s authority. 

All these groups are intermittently fighting not only the Gov- 
ernment, but each other. While this nation-wide free-for-all is in 
progress, the Chinese Communists are edging nearer the long, 
undefended Burma-Chinese border. Chinese Communist Chief Mao 
Tse Tung is reliably believed to have offered Thakin Than Tun 
a secret mutual assistance pact last February. The pact envisages 
material aid from the Chinese “People’s Liberation Army” in “lib- 
erating” Burma. Thus it would seem reasonable to assume that 
the new Communist imperialism in Asia will swallow Burma as 
easily as a boa constrictor swallows a crippled lamb. 

Yet, given certain conditions, this need not necessarily be so.

After the radio program, Miss Ruthie types Cope’s Constitution 
column, sorts out the mail for answering (35 to 40 letters a day), 
and saunters into the kitchen to see if Aunt Susie has remembered 
to fix sausage and eggs for her breakfast, and several lamb chops 
or a few pork chops for Mr. Channing. 

By that time, Mrs. Cope’s day has been rushing along for three 
hours or so, and she is ready to drive to Atlanta, or slip into blue 
jeans and take over the tractor to do a little mowing of hay or 
cultipacking a field. 

If she slings a fishing pole over her shoulder, nobody blinks. 
She has earned a fish or two. 

Noon comes pretty soon under such an arrangement, and away 
the Copes go again, leading Aunt Susie and Uncle Henry and 
anybody else who has stopped in to see them, through 15 folksy 
informal minutes on the air. 

Now, it is easy to see this is no typical log from a farmer’s 
diary, and that is reasonable, because Mrs. Cope could never be 
called typical, either. Not in 20 years. 

To be accurate, she is 26 years old, blue-eyed, glamorous, 
the daughter of a Methodist minister, who has lived in par- 
sonages at Inman, Flowery Branch, Blairsville, Helen, Jen- 
kinsburg. She finished Reinhardt College and was working 
in town when she met Mr. Cope and, attracted as she was 
to him, she says she loathed the idea of of living on a farm, 
however alluring.

Average Wardrobe
